^^y invention comprises a clip part adapted to embrace the candle tod to be 
slid along and fixed nt any desired position thereon, said clip part having a pair 

10 of upwardly projecting spring fingers the upper ends of which axe shaped eo as 
to press against opposite aides of the candle and to automatically close on to 
and grip the wick and eawtinguish the flame when the candle has burnt down to 
the required distance as aforesaid, mi js *Vv« 

My invention is pref^ably carried into practice as i will now descnoe, 

15 although it is to be understood that my invention is not limited to this particular 
construction. The said clip part is a straight band portion of a thin sheet metal 
blank bent into circular form eo as to dip the can^e and from this band part 
there are at opposite sides of the candle the two. upwardly projecting aprmg 
fingers the upper portions of which are rebated inwardly and then bent up- 

20 wardly, the flat upper surfaces being of sufficient eiaje to clip and erfinguisJi 

ming the device the cUp part is threaded on to the candle with the ^g^^ 
proiectine upwardly as aforesaid, the rebated ends pressing the sides of the 
candle at the point to which it is to be burnt before being automaticaEy 
as extinffuisKed. men the candle bums down to this point the rebated ends ot 
the fingers being then unsupported close together and gnp the wick between 
them and extinguish the flame*

40 Thia invention has reference to an improved cwdle extinguisher which is 
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adapted to ba set to automatically .extim^sli the candle at tte e3E|>irati6n' of any 
desired period of. time eorrespoBilmg with the length of candle which has been 
burnt. 

My invention compriees a ijlip part adapted to enihrace the candle and to he 
Blid along and fixed at any desired position thereon, said clip part having a pair 5 
of "apwardly projecting spring: fingers the upper ends of which are shaped so as 
to presa ogainet opposite eides of the candle and to automatically cloae on to 
and grip the wick and extinjgTiiah the flame when the candle has burnt down to 
the required distance jas aforesaid* 

My invention is carried into practice ae I will now deficribe with xeference 10 
to the accompanying drawings but it ift to be understood that my invention is 
not limited to this particular construction. 

Fig, i illustrateB my invention in nee on a lighted candle and Fig,^ 2 shewa 
the sama candle which haa been automatically extingaislied by niy invention 
when the candle has burnt down to a certain distance. ^ 15 

4Z is the clip part of niy invention which can be formed of a etraight band . 
portion of a thin sheet metal blank bent into circular form so as to clip or 
loosely embrace the candle h and from this bent part a there arp at opposite sides 
of the candle » two upwardly projecting spring fingers e the upper portions of 
which are rebated inwardly at d and then bent upwardly at e the flat , upper 20 
surfaces e being of eaflScient size to ^lip the wick and extinguish the flame. ^ ■ 

In usijag the device the clip part a is threaded on to the candle with the ' 
fingers c projecting upwardly as aforesaid, the ends e of the rebated parts 
pressing the sides of the candle at the point down to which the candle is to be 
burnt before being automatically extinguished by my invention. When the 25 
candle burns down to this point the end portions e of the fingers e being then 
unsupported are by the elasticity of the fingers 4> closed together 0x1 the wick as ■ • 
in Fig, 2 and the candle is thereby extinguished* 

The upper portions of the fingers e where they grip the sides of the candle 
are by preference slightly roughened to prevent them from slipping ofE the candle 30 
sideways and this can readily be done by punching in each finger two holes ^ 
from the outer' sides of the fingers, thus forming roughened pro|feDtions on the - 
other aide ne:s:t to the candle. ^ 4 - 

The accompanying drawings illustrate what I consider to be the best way 
of carrying my invention into practice but it is to be understood' tBat my inven* 35 
tion IS not limited to the precise details shewn. 

Having now particularly described and ascertained the nature of my said 
invention and in what manner the same is to be perfoxioaed, I declare thjat 
what I claim is: — . ' . - ^ 

1. A device for automatically extinguishing a candle comprising a band like 40 
part adapted to embrace the candle and furnished with two upwardly projecting 
spring armd which at their upper parts are rebated and adapted to clip the 
candle and to close together on to the wick and extinguish the flame when the 
candle has burnt down to the required distance, substantially as set forth. 

2* A device for automatically extinguishing a candle constructed, arranged and 45 
adapted to operate in the manner substantially as hereinbefore described and 
lUustrated by the accompanying drawings^
